SUBJECT: Ethiopia - Kagnew Station and Military Assistance 


Based upon the recommendations of the Senior Review Group and after 
review of that portion of the study submitted in response to NSSM 184 
which concerns Kagnew Station, the President has approved the recom- 
mendation of the Secretary of Defense that the Department of Defense 
withdraw its activities from Kagnew Station with the exception of desig- 
nated residual functions by the end of Fiscal Year 1974. Planning and 
implementation of this withdrawal should be accomplished in coordination 
with the Department of State. 


The President has further directed that: 


-- The Department of State, in coordination with the Department of 
Defense, promptly review the United States military assistance 

programs to Ethiopia. In keeping with our intcrests in Ethiopia, 
and in the context of United States objectives in Africa and stra- 
tegic interests in the Arabian Peninsula-Persian Gulf-Horn of 
Africa area, grant military assistance and training should con- 
tinue to be planned at or above the level requested for FY 1974. 
In addition, credit assistance should be planned to supplement 
grant military assistance which is made available. The provision 
of grant and credit military assistance should be without prejudice 
to the level of economic assistance to be provided to Ethiopia. 





-- The Department of State prepare for the President's review draft 
instructions to our Ambassador in Addis Ababa to inform the 
Emperor of United States' intentions with regard to Kagnew. These 
instructions shall contain the President's personal assurances of 
continued U.S. support for Ethiopia and responsiveness to its needs, 
subject to available resources, and of the U.S, desire to maintain 
the excellent relations it enjoys with Ethiopia.
